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THE FOREST CLOSURE ISSUE 
By Arthur H, Blake 


Service om 
closing areas of high fire hazard during 
the driest months in the year in some 
coastal and Southern California Waticnal 
Forests has been made a controversial is- 
sue by some who disagree with that policy 
(see Yodeler for November 19). 

BS believe, therefore, that the subject 
deserves further consideration by all rho 
read my column. (This signed column, by 
the wey, is an expression of my ovm opin- 
ions and observaticns, and does not nec~ 
essarily reflect the official views of 
the Sierra Club or its new Conservation 
Committee) 

It was a bit startling to me to be 
charged simultaneously by Congressman 
Outland and by Harry C, James with being 
misinformed on the subject; but I wel- 
come their opinions, since I have taken 
it for granted that most readers consid- 
er me pretty well informed on National 
Forest and Park~-policies. I see I shall 
have to keep on my toes, lest the skep- 
tics prove too numerous! 


Reasons for Forest Simple 
To save a lot of wordage: the reason 
for our National Forests is to conserve 
our timber supply and to protect and aug- 
ment the water supply which--in Califor- 
nia as in many western states--is the 
lifeblood of our existence,. 

- Recreational activities enjoyed in Nat~ 
ional Forest areas (hiking or hunting, 
camping or mountain climbing) are inci- 
dental-eand, as a matter of fact, are so 
regarded by a Congress which is never 
over-generous with appropriations, even

Data Prove Value of Closures 

The Forest Service can show you such 
Maps as were displayed by Assistant Reg- 
ional Forester “Jallace Hutchison in his 
talk before our Directors last Saturday. 
They can cite you facts and figures for 
years back. They cen show you such sta- 
tistics as the fire incidence in the Los 
Padres I'ational Forest: in one particu- 
lar area where there were 100 fires in 
the four years preceding closure there 
were only seven in the same length of time 

after closure; and those seven were all 
cous by either airplane crashes or 
lightning, They can remind you, if you 
have forgotten the war, that with many of 
their younger men gone to the armed 
services, their forces were so pitifully 
reduced Yuet during “the bed fire period 
thts fall practically all their person-~ 
nel--ceven from the Negionsl Office--vas 
out on the fire lines in various parts--~ 
of the state.

LAP=MOUNTING DIRECTIONS GIVEN 


' Have you some favorite maps you wish to 

- mount? Of course there are two schools 
of thought as to the desirability of cut- 
ting a map into pieces and pasting the 
pieces laboriousiy on a cloth backing as 
against the simple process of spending 
some fifteen to twenty-five cents for a 
new topo sheet every few years, But if 
you are using a map which is out of print 
cy for some other reason precious, then 
you may be interested in the complete di- 
rections published a few years ago at the 
Herbarium of the University of California 
and passed along to us by Annetta Carter. 
Bnnetta tells us that she has mounted 
meny maps by this method and finds it 
very satisfactory.
